The  center  also  has  self-appraisal 
guides,  interest  inventories,  computer 
software,  and  career  planning  materi- 
als for  student  use.  Information  on  how 
and  where  to  look  for  jobs,  how  to  pre- 
pare resumes,  and  effective  interview- 
ing techniques  is  also  provided. 

Job  Placement/ 
Cooperative  Education 

College  of  The  Albemarle  provides 
both  educational  and  job  placement 
assistance  for  its  students.  Students 
who  do  not  plan  to  continue  their  edu- 
cation at  a  senior  institution  can  reg- 
ister with  the  Job  Placement  Office  for 
job  placement  assistance  and  tips  on 
successful  job-seeking  skills  including 
resume  preparation.  Students  regis- 
tered with  the  Job  Placement  Office 
will  be  referred  to  full-time  jobs  with 
the  Job  Placement  Office  by  employ- 
ers. 

Students  seeking  curriculum-re- 
lated, part-time  employment  while 
attending  COA  can  apply  for  the  Co- 
operative Education  program  and  pos- 
sibly receive  academic  credit  in  their 
major  course  of  study  while  earning 
money.  To  be  eligible  for  Cooperative 
Education,  the  student  must  have 
completed  12  semester  hours  with  at 
least  a  2.0  GPA  and  be  recommended 
by  an  instructor. 

There  is  no  charge  for  any  of  the 
services  available  through  the  Job 
Placement  Office. 

Student  Support  Services 

student  Support  Services  is  a  feder- 
ally-funded program  which  serves  stu- 
dents with  academic  potential  who  are 
economically  disadvantaged  and/or 
first-generation  college  students  and 
students  with  learning  disabilities  or 
physical  handicaps.  Academic  advise- 
ment, no-cost  tutoring,  child  care  ser- 
vices, assistance  in  applying  for  finan- 
cial aid,  personal  development  coun- 
seling, resource  information  and  guid- 
ance, and  cultural  enrichment  activi- 
ties are  facets  of  the  program  which 
increase  the  likelihood  that  students

Campus  Life 


College  of  The  Albemarle  offers  students  the  opportunity  to  partici- 
pate in  a  number  of  extracurricular  activities  which  enhance  the  edu-w 
cational  experience.  A  variety  of  student  interests  are  met  through 
cultural  events,  recreational  and  athletic  programs,  club  activities,  and 
informative  workshops.  Students  may  also  participate  in  government 
activities  as  elected  and  appointed  Student  Senate  officers  and  sena- 
tors. The  Student  Senate  plans  and  directs  many  campus  programs  and 
lends  financial  support  to  student  clubs,  organizations,  publications, 
intramurals,  fine  arts  events,  and  other  projects.

Helping  business  maintain  its  competitive  edge  is  a  primary  goal  of 
COA's  Small  Business  Center.  The  SBC  serves  as  the  primary  contact  be- 
tv\/een  the  college  and  the  business  community  and  works  closely  with 
business  and  industry  to  identify  services  and  training  that  the  college 
can  provide. 

Through  the  Focused  Industry  Training  program  and  the  Customized 
Training  and  Development  program,  the  SBC  can  assist  new  and  expand- 
ing industries  with  tailor-made  programs  that  support  their  specific  needs 
for  a  skilled  and  knowledgeable  workforce.  Training  services  may  include 
instructors,  customized  training  videos,  temporary  training,  facilities, 
equipment,  and  supplies. 

The  SBC  also  maintains  a  resource  library  of  various  print  and  non-print 
media  on  business-related  subjects.  These  materials  are  available  to  local 
business  owners,  employees,  and  individuals  at  no  charge. 

For  individuals  who  want  to  start  their  own  business  or  fine-tune  an 
existing  enterprise,  one-on-one  counseling  is  provided  at  no  charge. 


Continuing  Education 

One  of  the  major  functions  of  COA  is  to  provide  educational  programs 
for  adults  in  its  service  area.  The  Continuing  Education  Division  places  a 
strong  emphasis  on  the  value  of  life-long  education  and  provides  a  vari- 
ety of  courses  and  activities  to  meet  the  particular  needs  and  interests  of 
individuals,  businesses,  and  industries  in  the  area. 

Occupational,  academic,  avocational,  and  practical  skills  courses  are  of- 
fered for  individuals  18  years  of  age  or  older  and  for  those  who  need  voca- 
tional or  professional  retraining  and  upgrading.  Instruction  is  also  avail- 
able for  those  who  desire  to  grow  in  basic  knowledge,  to  improve  in  home 
and  community  life,  and  to  develop  or  improve  leisure  time  activities. 


Bask  Skills  Education 


College  of  The  Albemarle's  Basic  Skills  Education  Program  is  designed 
for  all  people  in  the  college's  seven-county  service  area  who  need  basic 
skills  instruction. 

For  admission  to  the  basic  skills  classes,  a  person  must  be  18  years  of 
age.  High  school  graduates  may  enroll  for  remedial  or  life  skills  training. 

Basic  Skills  Education  Programs  are  offered  entirely  free  of  cost, 
including  books  and  instructional  materials. 

The  Basic  Skills  Program  is  comprised  of  Adult  Basic  Education  (ABE), 
General  Educational  Development  (GED),  Adult  High  School  (AHS), 
English  as  a  Second  Language  (ESL),  and  Human  Resources 
Development  (HRD).

The  Chowan  County  Center  offers  entry-level  classes 
leading  toward  degree  programs  which  can  be  com- 
pleted at  COA's  Elizabeth  City  campus.  Subject  areas 
include  business,  humanities,  communications,  social 
sciences,  English,  computer  science,  marketing,  math- 
ematics, music,  nursing  assistant,  office  science,  physi- 
cal education,  and  social  sciences. 

Continuing  Education 

Continuing  Education  offerings  include  courses  for 
job  training,  hobbies,  and  for  personal  enrichment. 
Courses  are  offered  during  the  daytime,  evenings  and 
weekends  and  begin  and  end  at  various  intervals 
throughout  the  year. 

The  Chowan  County  Center  also  offers  community 
service  and  occupational  extension  continuing  educa- 
tion classes.  Some  of  these  classes  have  included  Effec- 
tive Teacher  Training,  EMT  Basic,  Notary  Public,  basic 
Spanish,  firefighter  courses,  CDL,  CPR,  and  a  host  of 
computer  technology  courses. 

JobLink  Career  Center 

The  Chowan  County  Center  and  the  N.C.  Employ- 
ment Security  Commission  co-located  in  November 
1997  to  create  the  region's  first  JobLink  Career  Center. 

Funded  by  the  Governor's  Commission  on  Workforce 
Preparedness  JobLink  Implementation  Grant,  the 
JobLink  Center  provides  career  planning,  training,  and 
placement  services  in  one  location.

Academic  Quality 

The  Dare  County  Campus  provides  certificate,  di- 
ploma, and  degree  programs  in  a  broad  range  of  aca- 
demic and  career  options.  Several  universities  of  the 
University  of  North  Carolina  System  offer  upper  level 
courses  for  bachelor's  degrees  in  concert  with  the  Dare 
County  Campus  through  innovative  "2-1-2"  programs. 
Students  may  complete  the  associate's  and  bachelor's 
degrees  without  having  to  leave  the  Outer  Banks.  Other 
students  transfer  directly  to  distant  universities  after 
completing  the  first  two  years  of  college  at  the  Dare 
County  Campus. 

Small  Campus  Atmosphere 

With  a  faculty  student  ratio  of  1:13,  students  at  the 
Dare  County  Campus  get  personal  attention  from  more 
than  40  full-time  and  adjunct  instructors.  A  compre- 
hensive array  of  student  services  make  the  student  ex- 
perience both  nurturing  and  practical.  The  Dare  County 
Campus  experience  was  recently  described  by  a  student 
leader  as  one  of  "convenience,  opportunity,  and 
affordability." 

Lifelong  Learning 

In  addition  to  degree  programs,  COA  Dare  offers  a 
wide  variety  of  non-credit  courses  designed  to  meet  the 
specific  interests  and  needs  of  residents  of  the  Outer 
Banks.  A  sampling  of  current  classes  includes  such  di- 
verse offerings  as  21st  Century  Investment  Strategies, 
Instrument  Ground  School,  Real  Estate,  and  Tai  Chi.  The 
Dare  County  Campus  Continuing  Education  Division 
provides  occupational  training  directly  to  public  service 
agencies,  businesses,  and  other  employers  in  the  region.
